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In response to Applicant's argument that the Parsa reference fails to teach an UTRAN participates in the assignment of the CPCHs, it is 
noted that Parsa clearly discloses a base station assigns CPCH channel to mobile stations (see col. 3, lines 15-27). Also, it is well 
known in the art that a base station is a component of UTRAN/UMTS (UTRAN is a combined system of radio network controller RNC and 
base stations), therefore the fact that the base station of Parsa assigns CPCHs to mobile stations reads on the limitations that UTRAN 
participates in the assignment CPCHs to user equipments UEs. 

Furthermore, the Examiner never stated that he does not undetstand how Parsa in its description of configurations that assign the 
CPCHs by signatures includes in the respective access preamble and collision detection preamble trnasmitted from a base station to a 
mobile station. The Examiner believes the Applicant has misinterpreted what the Examiner said in the Response to Arguments. The 
Examiner simply meant to say that Parsa discloses the base station participates in the assignment of CPCHs to mobile stations based 
on the "configurations assign the CPCHs by signatures includes in the respective access preamble and collision detection preamble 
trnasmitted from a base station to a mobile station." 

In addition, whether UTRAN assigns an available CPCH rather than a requested CPCH is not claimed in claims 1, 8, 15. Therefore 
claims 1, 3, 8, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Parsa et al., and claims 2, 9, 16 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Parsa. 
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
